That  the  duties  of  the  General  Staff  Corps  shall  be  to  pre- 
pare plans  for  the  national  defense  and  for  the  luobilization  of  the 
military  forces  in  time  of  war;  to  investigate  and  report  upon  all  ques- 
tions affecting  the  eflSciency  of  the  Army  and  its  state  of  preparation 
for  tuilttary  operations;  to  render  professional  aid  and  assistance  to 
the  Secretary  of  War  and  to  general  officers  and  other  superior  com- 
manders, and  to  act  as  their  ^;ents  in  informing  and  coordinating  the 
aetioD  of  all  the  different  officers  who  are  subject  under  the  terms  of 
tbis  Act  to  the  supervision  of  the  Chief  of  St^;  and  to  perform  such 
other  military  duties  not  otherwise  assigned  by  law  as  may  be  from 
time  to  time  prescribed  by  the  President. 

Sec,  3.  That  the  General  Staff  Corps  shall  consist  of  one  Chief  of 
Staff  and  two  general  officers,  all  to  be  detailed  bj-  the  President  from 
officers  of  the  Army  at  large  not  below  the  gi-ade  of  brigadier-general;

■■  SEcnoN  1.  That  three  or  more  adult  persons,  bona  tide  residents  nu^^S^'''^*'"" 
of  the  district  of  Akiika,  maj'  form  a  corporation  in  the  manner  and 
subject  to  the  limitations  provided  in  thi^  chapter  for  the  following 
purposes,  to  wit: 

"First.  To  construct,  own,  and  operate  railroads,  tramways,  sti-eet 
railways,  w^on  roadie,  canals,  flumes,  and  telegraph  and  telephone 
lines  in  AlasEa. 

"Second.  To  acquire,  hold,  and  operate  mines  in  Alaska. 

"Third.  To  carry  on  the  fishery  industry  in  all  its  branches  in  Alaska 
and  in  the  waters  contiguous  and  adjacent  thereto. 

■'  Fourth.  To  construct  and  operate  smelters,  electric  and  other  power 
and  lighting  plants,  docks,  wharves,  elevators,  warehouses,  and  hotels 
in  Alaska. 

■'Fifth.  To  carry  on  trade,  transportation,  agriculture,  lumbenng, 
and  manufacturing  in  Alaska. 

"Sec.  2.  That  any  three  or  more  persons  who  may  desire  to  form  a 
corporation  for  one  or  more  of  the  purposes  specified  in  the  preced- 
ing section  shall  make  and  subscribe  written  articles  of  incorporation 
in  triplicate  and  acknowledge  the  same  before  any  officer  authorized 
to  take  the  acknowledgment  of  deeds,  and  file  one  of  such  articles  in 
the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  district  of  Alaska,  and  another  in 
the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  district  court  of  the  recording  division 
ia  which  the  principal  place  of  business  of  the  company  is  intended 
to  be  located,  and  retain  the  third  in  the  possession  or  the  corporation, 
and  each  copy  so  filed  shall  be  recorded  by  the  officer  with  whom  filed 
in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose. 

"  Said  articles  shall  contain  and  state:  contems. 

"First.  The  name  of  the  corporation,  the  nature  and  character  of 
the  business,  and  the  principal  place  of  transacting  the  same.

"Fourth.  The  highest  amount  of  indebtedness  or  liability  to  which 
'oid  corporation  shall  at  any  time  be  subject. 

"Fifui.  The  names  and  places  of  residence  of  the  persons  forming 
such  corporation, 

"Sixth.  The  names  of  the  first  board  of  director*,,  and  in  what 
officers  or  persons  the  government  of  the  corporation  hod  the  man^^- 
ment  of  its  affairs  shallbe  vested,  and  when  the  same  shall  be  elected 
and  their  terms  of  office. 

"Seventh.  Said  articles  of  incorporation  may  be  amended  when 
authorized  by  the  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  stock  given  at  a  regular 
meeting  of  the  stocrkholders.  Such  amended  articles  shall  be  executed 
and  acknowledged  by  the  board  of  directors,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
and  shall  be  filed  and  recorded  in  the  same  places  and  manner  as  the 
or^nal  articles. 

Sec.  3.  That  a  copy  of  any  articles  of  incorporation  filed  pursuant    ^rtect  ot  ceniflej 
to  this  chapter,  and  certified  by  the  clerk  of  the  district  court  lo  which  '"'"^' 
the  same  is  filed,  or  one  of  his  deputies,  or  by  tbe  secretary  of  the 
district  of  Alaska,  shall  be  received  as  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  facts 
therein  stated. 

"  Sec.  4.  That  when  the  articles  of  incorporation  have  been  filed  and  c^^"""^""*^^ 
recorded,  tbe  persons  who  have  executed  and  acknowledged  the  same.

"(e)  To  I'equire  of  them  such  security  as  may  be  thought  proper  for 
the  fulfillment  of  their  duties,  and  to  remove  tuetn  at  wUl,  except  that 
no  director  shall  be  removed  from  office  unless  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds 
of  the  stock; 

"(f)  To  make  by-laws  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  the  district 
of  Alaska  and  the  laws  and  Constitution  of  the  United  States; 

"(g)  To  manage  its  property,  regulate  its  affairs,  transfer  its  stock, 
and  to  carry  on  all  kinds  of  business  within  the  objects  and  purposes  of 
the  corporation  as  expressed  in  the  articles  of  incorporation. 

"Sec.  5,  That  all  corporations  incorporated  under  this  chapter,  and 
all  corporations  or  joint  stock  companies  organized  under  the  laws  of 
the  United  States,  or  the  laws  of  any  State  or  Territory  of  the  United 
States,  and  authorized  to  do  business  in  the  district  of  Alaska,  shall 
have  the  right  to  acquire  and  hold  only  such  real  estate  as  may  be 
necessary  to  cariT  on  their  corporate  business. 

"Sec.  6.  That  the  corporate  powers  of  the  corporation  shall  be 
exercised  by  a  hoard  of  not  less  than  three  directors  who  shall  be  stock- 
holders in  the  coi-poiution,  a  majority  of  whom  shall  be  residents  of 
the  district  of  Alaslca,  who  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of 
their  office,  severally  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  to  faithfully  perform 
their  duties  as  such  directors,  and  who  shall,  after  the  expiration  of 
the  terms  of  the  directors  first  elected,  be  annuall)'  elected  by  the 
stockholders  at  such  time  and  place  within  the  district  of  Alaska  and 
upon  such  notice  and  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  directed  by  the  by-laws 
or  articles  of  incorporation  of  the  corporation;  but  all  elections  shall 
be  by  ballot,  and  each  stockholder,  either  in  person  or  by  proxy,  shall 
be  entitled  to  cast  as  many  votes  as  he  may  own  or  represent  shares 
of  stock,  and  the  pei"son  or  persons  receiving  a  majority  of  the  votes 
of  all  the  shares  of  stock  voted,  a  majority  of  the  stocii  being  repre- 
sented at  such  election,  shall  be  director  of  directors.

That  the  stock  of  the  corporation  shall  be  deemed  personal  •''*™t 
estate,  and  shall  be  transferable  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  prescribed 
by  the  articles  of  incorporation  or  the  by-laws  of  the  corporation;  but 
DO  transfer  shall  be  valid  except  between  the  parties  thereto  until  the 
same  shall  have  been  entered  upon  the  books  of  the  corporation  so  as 
to  show  the  names  of  the  narties,  by  and  to  whom  transferred,  the 
numbers  and  designation  of  tne  shares,  and  the  date  of  transfer.

of  New  Mexico,  6ye  hundred  dollars;  in  all,  two  thousand  dollar's. 

That  any  part  of  the  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  for  the  removal  ^^f^"^""  '"^'••u'. 
8Dd  support  of  the  Mission  Indians  in  California,  appropriated  liy  the     Pub.  lhwm  im  *<!«., 
Act  of  ilay  twenty -seventh,  nineteen  hundred  and  two,  making  appro-  ''i^rehaiw  of  landMo 
priations  for  the  Indian  Service  for  the  fiscal  year  nineteen  hundred  ''^"of'^J^";!"^' 
and  three,  not  needed  for  the  purposes  specified  in  that  Act,  may,  in  prtMion. 
the  discretion  of  the  Secretary  of^  the  Interior,  be  used  for  the  pur- 
chase of  other  tracts  of  land  in  California  upon  which  to  locate  said 
Miiision  Indians  and  for  the  removal  of  such  Indians  to  such  purchased 
tract  or  tracts  of  land,  and  for  acquiring,  distributing,  and  developing 
water  for  the  use  of  such  Indians,  and  for  the  purchase  of  such  build- 
ing materials,  ^ricultural  implements,  harnej-s,  wagons  and  horses,

Tnat  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  is  authorized  to  use  three  hundred  ^^^^  "'  '■""" 
and  fifty  dollars  of  the  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  appi-opriated  for     Puh.  l««»  isi  >««.. 
the  removal  and  support  of  the  Mission  Indians  in  California  by  the  ''* "'" 
Act  of  May  twenty -seventh,  nineteen  hundred  and  two,  making  appro- 

K'ations  for  the  current  and  contingent  expenses  of  the  Indian 
partment  for  the  fiscal  year  nineteen  hundred  and  three,  to  pay  the 
expenses  incurred  by  the  commission  created  by  said  Act,  this  being 
in  addition  to  any  other  sums  authorized  for  that  puipose. 

That  the  sum  of  two  thousand  nine  hundred  and  eighteen  dollars  and  compam'^New \tiit^ 
live  cents,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessarj-,  is  hereby  appro-  pftj-niem* m. 
priated,  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  not 
otherwise  appropriated,  to  be  paid  to  the  Anieri<'an  Surety  Company 
of  New  York,  a  corporation  duly  organized  and  existing  under  and  by 
virtue  of  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  York  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
bonds  and  undertakings  required  by  law,  to  indemnify  said  company 
in  the  amount  or  amounts  it  mav  actualh'  be  required  to  disburse  or 
espend  by  the  final  decree  of  tne  proper  court,  under  two  separate 
undertakings  on  appeal,  as  damages  and  cost^  assessed  against  and  for 
the  value  or  the  use  and  occupation  of  real  property  occupied  by  the 
defendants,  who  are  Mission  Indians  of  California,  in  the  suits  entitled 
J.  Downey  Harvey,  admin isti-ator.  and  others,  versus  Allejandi-o 
Barker  and  others,  and  .T.  Downey  Harvey,  administrator,  and  othei-s. 
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TersuB  Jose  Qaevaa  and  others,  which  suite  were  appealed  from  the 
decision  of  t£e  superior  court  of  the  county  of  San  Di^o,  State  of 
California,  to  the  supreme  court  of  California,  and  to  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States,  by  direction  of  the  Attorney-General 
of  the  United  States,  being  caaes  numbered  two  hundred  and  nine 
and  two  hundred  and  ten,  respectively,  in  the  October  term,  nineteen 
hundred,  of  the  latter  court;  alao  to  include  costa  in  anyeuit  that  may 
be  pending  or  that  may  hereafter  be  instituted  to  determine  the  liabil- 
v^^^^  ity  under  such  undertakings:  Provided,  That  no  pavments  shall  be 

made  hereunder  until  proper  vouchers  evidencing  the  expenditures 
by  said  company  under  said  undertakings  shall  have  been  preeeoted 
to  and  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior:  Promded further, 
ju^iinburaement.      That  if  it  sbail  be  shown  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Secretary  of  tbe 
Interior  that  said  American  Surety  Company  has  been  reimbursed  or 
indemnified,  then  the  monev  hereby  appropriated,  or  so  much  thereof 
as  may  be  necessary,  shall  &e  paid,  in  whole  or  in  part,  to  the  persons 
who  have  reimbursed  or  indemnified  the  said  company,  as  the  interests 
of  such  persons  may  appear.

mittee on  Indian  Affairs  of  the  Senate! 
c^keai.K^''  "'  ■^•"'  the  purpose  of  compromising,  settling  and  finally  disposing  of 
i^ymentii^  '  the  case  of  the  United  States  against  William  H,  Thomas  and  others, 
which  suit  was  begun  in  equity  and  iias  been  prosecuted  in  the  circuit 
court  of  the  United  States  for  the  western  district  of  North  Carolina 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Eastern  Band  of  Cherokee  Indians  of  North 
Carolina,  the  sum  of  four  thousand  dollars,  to  be  paid  to  the  said  band 
of  Indians  by  and  under  the  direction  of  the  Attorney -General  of  the 
United  States  whenever,  in  his  judgment,  such  payment  will  oper- 
ate to  secure  a  complete  settlement  of  all  matters  pertaining  to  such 
lit^ation.

the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  and  at  the  expense  of  the  owner  thereof, 
under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  Interior,  for  vacant,  nonmineral,  nontimbered,  surveyed  public 
s  w  rainpbin        lands  of  like  area  and  value,  and  «tuated  in  the  same  State  or Temtory. 
liymeuito.  To  pay  S.  W.  Campbell,  Indian  agent  at  the  La  Pointe  Agency, 

Wisconsin,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  advanced  by  him  as  attor- 
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ney'a  fees,  and  the  further  sum  of  one  hundred  and  eleven  dollars  and 
DiDety-one  cents,  paid  by  him  aa  interest  on  money  borrowed  to  pay 
employees  of  the  ^eocy,  both  at  the  request  of  the  Interior  Depart- 
ment; in  all,  two  httndred  and  eleven  dollai-s  and  ninety-one  cents. 

To  pay  Reuben  Perry,  superintendent  of  the  Lac  du  Flambea.i     pjTOOTtw' 
BoardiQg  School,  Wisconsin,  the  sum  of  fifty-seven  dollars  and  ninety 
cento,  paid  by  him  for  attorney's  fees  in  defending  suit  in  the  circuit 
court  of  Oneida  County,  Wisconsin,  by  direction  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  Interior,  fifty -seven  dollars  and  ninety  cente. 

For  payment  to  Huff  Jones,  of  Oconto,  Wisconsin,  his  heirs  or  legal  ^tf^^uo. 
representatives,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  two  hundred  and  twenty-six 
dollars  and  thirty-nine  cents,  in  full  for  money  expended  under  an 
agreement  with  William  T.  Richardson,  United  Stat^  Indian  agent  at 
Green  Bav,  Wisconsin,  in  November,  eighteen  hundred  aud  seventy- 
two,  for  sluinties,  stables,  roads,  and  supply  road  constructed  by  him 
upon  such  Indian  reservation. 

For  payment  to  Peter  La  Blanc,  a  Sisseton  Indian,  who  served  in  the     jSmrat  to^ 
Army  of  the  United  States  during  the  war  of  the  rebellion,  the  sum 
of  one  thousand  four  hundred  and  ninety-eight  dollars  and  sixty-nine 
cents,  being  the  aggregate  amount  which  was  paid  each  of  the  Sisse- 
loD,  VVahpeton,  Medawakanton,  and  Wahpakoota  scouts  and  soldiers 
not  parties  to  the  agreement  between  the  United  States  and  the  Sisse- 
ton and  Wahpeton  bands  of  Dakota  and  Sioux  Indians  on  the  twelfth 
day  of  September,  eighteen  hundred  and  eightv-nine,  of  the  amounts 
appropriated  by  Congress   by   the   Acts  of  March   third,  eig^hteen     v<iL!8,ii.ioi 
hundred  and  ninety-one,  March  third,  eighteen  hundred  and  nmety-    voi.aT.p.«s 
three,  and  March  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety -five,  which     voi.«,p.  s» 
amount  he  did  not  receive  by  reason  of  his  name  being  omitted  from

To  reimburse  William  G,  Malin,  Indian  agent  for  the  Sac  and  Fox 
tribe  of  Indians  in  Iowa,  for  certain  expenses  (court  costs,  sheriflfs'  and 
attorneys'  fees)  paid  by  him  in  obtaining  the  appointment  of  guardians 
for  Indian  minors  by  the  district  court  of  Tama  County,  Iowa,,  one 
hundred  and  ninety  dollars  and  forty-eight  cents,  to  be  immediately 
available. 

That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  pay  to  Joseph  n.  hee,  senior,  of  TuImi,  Arizona,  the  sum  of  three 
thousand  seven  hundred  dollars  for  his  property  purchased  within  the 
external  boundaries  of  the  Navajo  Indian  Reservation,  instead  of  to 
Ernest  A.  Lee,  as  provided  by  the  Indian  appropriation  Act  approved 
Jlay  twenty-seventh,  nineteen  hundred  and  two:  JPmiided,  That  said 
Bom  shall  only  be  paid  upon  the  presentation  of  a  general  release  exe- 
cuted by  said  Ernest  A.  Lee,  or  his  legal  representative.  ^^  ^^   ^^ 

That  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  be,  and  is  hereby,  authorized  to  ind^  Bsency, 
sell,  in  such  manner  as  he  may  deem  best,  for  cash,  the  three  hundred  "  ' 
and  nineteen  and  seventy-two  one-hundredths  acres,  the  west  half  of 
section  three,  township  eleven  north,  range  two  east  of  the  Indian 
meridian,  reserved  for  i^^ncy  and  school  purposes  by  article  two  of 
the  agreement  of  June  twenty-first,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-one, 
mtified  and  confirmed  hy  Act  of  Congress  approved  March  third,  ^,^j  27  p  ess. 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-three  (Twenty-seventh  Statutes,  p^^  five  vt'ot  i)c6ce«ia. 
hundred  and  fifty-seven),  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  tract  of  land 
to  be  applied  and  used  for  enlai^ng  the  school  plant  of  the  Absentee 
Shawnee  Indian  Industrial  Training  School,  Oklahoma,  so  as  to  pro- 
vide school  fticilities  for  such  children  of  the  Mexican  Kickapoo, 
Absentee  Shawnee,  and  Citizen  Band  of  Pottawatomie  Indians  as  are 
at  pn!«ent,  or  may  hereafter  be,  without  such  Government  educational 
advantages. 

Whenever  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  shall  determine  the  same  to  ^mpi^2Vi«ii 
be  necessary-  for  the  puiposes  intended,  the  city  of  Lawton,  in  the  Ter-  Fon  sifi  kSoui  it 
ritoryof  Oklahoma,  is  nereby  authorized  and  permitted,  upon  such  " 
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conditions  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  may  prescribe,  to  erect, 
maintain,  and  operate  on  section  twenty-nine,  township  two  north, 
range  eleven  west,  in  said  Territory,  and  within  the  limits  of  the  reser- 
vation created  for  the  Fort  Sill  Boarding  School,  a  pumping  station, 
collecting  gnllery,  reservoir,  and  such  other  appurtenant  and  necessary 
structures  and  pipe  lines  as  may  be  required  to  fni-nish  said  city  witk 
a  sufficient  water  supply.

SUPPORT  OF  SCHOOLS. 

For  support  of  Indian  day  and  industrial  schools,  and  for  other 
educational  pui-poses  not  hereinafter  provided  for,  one  million  two 
hundred  and  forty  thousand  dollars. 

For  construction,  purchase,  leatse,  and  repair  of  school  buildings, 
and  sewerage,  water  supply,  and  lighting  plants,  and  purchase  of 
school  sites,  or  additions  th'erf?to,  and  improvement  of  buildings  and 
grounds,  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars:  in  all.  one  million 
four  hundi-ed  and  ninety  thousand  dollai's. 

For  support  and  education  of  three  hundred  Indian  pupils  at  Albu- 
querque, New  Mexico,  fifty  thousand  one  hundred  dollars;  for  pay  of 
superintendent  of  said  school,  one  thousand' seven  hundred  dollars: 
for  erection  of  ice  plant,  three  thousand  dollars;  general  repairs  and 
improvements,  one  thousand  five  hundred  dollars;  in  all,  tifty-six 
thousand  three  hundred  dollars. 

For  the  support  and  education  of  two  hundred  Indian  pupils  at 
Chamberlain,  South  Dakota,  thirty-three  thousand  four  hundred  dol- 
lai's; for  pay  of  superintendent  of  said  school,  one  thousand  six  hun- 
dred dollars;  for  general  repairs  and  improvements,  two  thousand 
two  hundred  dollars;  for  auxiliary  water  supply,  five  thousand  dollars, 
to  be  immediat«lj-  available;  for  additional  buildings  and  improve- 
ments to  complete  plant,  sixteen  thouspnd  dollai-s,  to  be  immediately 
available;  in  all,  mty-eight  thousand  two  hundred  dollars. 

For  support  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  pupils  at  the  tiuining  st-hool 
at  Cherokee,  North  Carolina,  twenty-five  tnousand  and  fifty  dollai-s; 
for  pay  of  superintendent  of  said  school,  one  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars;  for  general  repairs  and  improvements,  two  thousand  dollars:

Pennsylvania,  for 
transpoiiation  of  pupils  to  and  from  said  school,  and  for  general 
repairs  and  improvements,  one  hundred  and  fifty -seven  thousand  dol- 
lai's; for  additional  salary  of  any  military  oftiier  of  Carlisle  Indian 
School  while  acting  as  superintendent  of  said  school,  one  thousand 
dollars;  in  all.  one  nundi'ed  and  fifty -eight  thousand  dollars. 

For  support  and  education  of  three  liundred  Indian  pupils  at  the 
Indian  school  at  Carson  Citv,  Nevada,  fifty  thousand  one  tundred  dol- 
lars; for  pay  of  superintendent  at  said  school,  one  thousand  seven  hun- 
dred dollars;  for  general  repaii's  and  improvements,  four  thousand 
dollars;  for  steam  heating  plant,  seven  tnousand  dollars;  for  water 
system,  including  purchase  of  land  to  secure  water  rights,  fifteen 
thousand  dollars:  i"  all.  seventy -seven  thousand  eight  hundred  dollars.

pupils  at  The  Kiggs  Institute.  Flandreau,  South  Dakota,  .sixty-two 
thousand  six  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars;  for  general  repairs  and 
improvements,  four  thousand  dollars,  to  be  immediateiv  available;  for 
pay  of  superintendent  of  said  school,  one  thousand  ei^bt  hundred  dol- 
Uni;  for  two  lavatories,  two  thousand  doUar^ii;  for  coal  storeroom,  one 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars;  for  amount  for  brick  industrial  shops, 
two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  in  addition  to  four  thousand  dollars 
heretofore  appropriated;  for  amount  for  hrick  office  and  warehouse, 
two  thousand  dollars,  in  addition  to  four  thousand  dollars  heretofore 
appropriated,  which  two  items  are  hereby  made  immediately  available:

TheundersignediWilson  S.  Bis- 
sell,  Postmaster-General  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  by  vir- 
tue of  the  authority  vested  in  him 
by  law,  and  Demosthenes  Avan- 
tinos,  Director-General  of  the 
Hellenic  Posts  and  Telegraphs, 
duly  authorized  for  the  purpose, 
have  concluded  the  following 
Convention: 

Article  I. 

There  is  established  between  the  Kxeiimn»e  omc*«. 
United  States  of  America  and  the 
Kingdom  of  Greece  a  regular  ex- 
change of  Postal  Money  Orders. 
This  exchange  is  to  be  effected  by 
the  Post  Office  at  New  York,  New 
Y'ork,  on  the  part  of  the  Lnited 
States,  and  the  Post  Office  at 
Athens,  on  the  part  of  Greece, 
designated  as  Exchange  Offices  for 
the  purpose. 

The  above  offices  shall  notify 
each  other  by  means  of  lists  of 
Orders  drawn  in  one  country  on 
the  other. 

For  the  Orders  entered  in  the  mund  ordd* 
liste  the  two  Exchange  Offices  shall 
issue  "inland"  Postal  Orders  in 
accordance  with  the  regulations  in 
force,  or  to  be  established  in  the 
premises  in  the  country  of  desti- 
nation, and  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Article  XIII  of  this  J^.p-im- 
Convention. 
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Article  II,

count be  taken  of  such  difference 
of  value. 

Article  HI. 

The  amount  of  each  Order  shall 
always  be  expressed  in  the  mouey 
of  the  country  in  which  payment 
is  to  be  made. 

Article  IV. 

No  Order  payable  in  the  United 
States  shall  exceed  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  dollars,  and  no  Order 
payable  in  Greece  shall  exceed  an 
amount  in  francs  equivalent  to 
that  sum. 

Fractions  of  a  cent  or  of  a  demi- 
d^cime  (five  centimes)  are  not  to 
be  introduced  into  the  amount  of 
an  Order, 

Article  V. 

The  rate  of  conversion  of  the 
amounts  deposited  by  remitters 
into  the  money  of  the  country  of 
payment  shall  be  fixed  by  the 
administration  of  the  country  of 
origin. 

The  two  administrations  shall 
communicate  to  each  other  the 
rate  of  exchange  or  of  conversion 
fixed  by  them  as  well  as  the 
changes  they  may  make  therein. 

Article  VI. 

E^h  of  the  two  administratioDtJ 
shall  fix  the  fees  charged  upon 
Orders  issued  in  its  own  country 
and  payable  in  the  other. 

These  fees  shall  not,  however, 
exceed  one  per  centum  upon  the

half  of  one  per  cent,  on  the  total 
amount  of  such  Orders. 

Article  VIII.

mitters untirthey  shall  have  been 
regularly  paid  to  the  payees  or  to 
the  representatives  ol  tne  latter, 
or  shall  have  been  refunded  to  the 
remitters. 

The  administration  of  each  of  ^Tre^nsferbyiEdon^ 
the  two  contracting  countries  re- 
serves the  right  to  declare  trans- 
ferable, within  its  territory,  by 
means  of  indorsement,  the  owner- 
ship of  Orders  originating  in  the 
other.

The  postal  administration  of  the 
United  States  shall  examine  this 
account,  correct  it,  if  necessary-, 
and,  if  the  balance  is  in  favor  of 
Greece,  shall  transmit  the  amount 
due  within  fifteen  days,  at  the 
latest,  after  the  receipt  of  the  ac- 
count. 

If  the  account  shows  a  balance 
in  favor  of  the  administration  of 
the  United  States  the  postal  admin- 
istration of  Greece  sliall  transmit 
the  amount  te  the  former  within 
fifteen  days,  at  the  latest,  after  re- 
ceipt of  notice  of  acceptance  or  of 
correction  of  the  account. 

The  balance  must  alwa^'s  be  paid 
in  gold  by  means  of  a  6ill  of  ex- 
change pavable  at  sight,  drawn  'n 
francs  on  Paris,  France. 

The  expenses  incident  to  the 
purchase  of  bills  of  exchange  for 
the  payment  of  balances  must 
always  be  borne  by  the  adminis- 
tration by  which  payment  is  made. 

Article  XI. 

To  ascertain  the  amount  to  be 
paid,  the  smaller  credit  is  to  be 
converted  into  money  of  the  coun- 
try which  has  the  larger  credit;  if 
the  balance  is  in  favor  of  Greece, 
this  conversion  is  to  be  effected 
at  the  average  rate  of  exchange 
quoted  at  New  York  for  sight  bills 
of  exchange  drawn  in  that  citv  on 
Paris  during  the  (Quarter  to  wliich 
that  account  pertains.  If  the  bal- 
ance is  in  favor  of  tlie  United 
States,  the  larger  credit  is  to  be 
converted  into  French  money,  at 
the  average  rate  of  exchange 
quoted  at  Paris  for  sight  bills  of 
exchange  drawn  in  that  city  on 
New  York,  during  the  quarter  to 
which  the  account  pertains.

Whereas  a  Convention  between  the  United  States  of  America  and  t"'™'""''- 
the  Republic  of  Guatemala,  relating  to  the  tenure  and  disposition  of 
real  and  personal  property,  was  concluded  at  the  City  of  Guatemala 
on  the  27th  dar  of  August,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  one,  the 
original  of  whfch  Convention,  being  in  the  English  and  Spanish  lan- 
guages, is  word  for  word  as  follows; 


The  United  States  of  America 
and  the  Republic  of  Guatemala, 
desiring  to  impiove  the  condition 
of  the  citizens  of  each  of  the  re- 
spective countries  in  relation  to 
the  tenure  and  disposition  of  real 
and  personal  property'  situated  or 
being  within  tne  territories  of  the 
other,  as  well  as  to  authorize  the 
representation  of  deceased  pei"sons 
by  the  Consuls  of  their  respective 
nations  in  the  scttlementof  estates, 
have  resolved  to  conclude  a  con- 
vention for  those  purposes  and 
have  named  as  their  Plenipoten- 
tiaries:

Know  Ye,  that  whereas  a  Convention  between  the  United  States  of 
America  and  Great  Britain,  concerning  the  establishment  of  import 
duties  in  that  portion  of  the  Dominions  of  His  Highness  the  Sultan 
of  Zanzibar  which  is  under  the  protection  of  Great  Britain,  was  con- 
cluded at  Washington  on  the  31et.  of  May,  one  thousand,  nine  hundred 
and  two,  the  original  of  which  Convention  is,  as  amended  by  the  Senate 
of  the  United  States,  word  for  word  as  follows: 
Contmeiing powers.  The  United  States  of  America  and  His  Majesty  the  King  of  the 
United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  and  of  the  British 
Dominions  beyond  the  Seas,  Emperor  of  India,  acting  in  the  name  of 
His  Highness  the  Sultan  of  Zanzibar,  have,  for  the  purposes  herein- 
after stated,  appointed  their  respective  Plenipotentiaries,  nanielr: 
pienipoicnttart™.  The  President  of  the  United  States  of  America,  the  Honorable'  John 
Hay,  Secretary  of  State  of  the  United  States  of  America;  and 

His  Britannic  Majesty,  Arthur  Stewart  Baikes,  Esquire,  His  Brit- 
annic Majesty's  Charg^  d'Affaires, 

Who,  after  having  communicated  each  to  the  other  their  respective 
full  powers  in  good  and  due  form,  have  agreed  upon  the  following 
Articles: 

Article  I. 

Recognizing  that  it  is  just  and  necessary  to  facilitate  to  that  portion 
of  the  dominions  of  His  Highness  the  Sultan  of  Zanzibar  wnich  is 
under  the  protection  of  Great  Britain,  and  which  is  situated  in  the 
basin  of  the  Congo,  as  defined  by  the  General  Act  of  the  African  (in- 
ference at  Berlin  of  February  3tith,  1885,  the  accomplishment  of  the 
obligations  which  it  ha;*  contracted  bv  virtue  of  the  General  Act  of 
Brussels  of  July  2nd,  18W0.  the  United  States  waives  any  objection  on 
its  part  to  the  collection  of  import  duties  upon  merchandise  imported 
into  that  Proteetoi-ate. 

The  tariff  of  the.se  duties,  as  provided  in  the  Declaration  of  Brussels 
bearing  the  same  date  as  the  said  General  Act  of  Brussels,  for  the 
period  of  fifteen  years  next  ensuing  from  that  date,  is  not  to  exceed 
ten  per  centum  or  the  value  of  the  merchandise  at  the  port  of  impor- 
tation, except  for  spirits  and  for  firearms  and  ammunition,  which  are 
regulated  by  the  Genei-al  Act  of  Brussels. 

At  the  expiration  of  the  said  period  of  fifteen  years,  and  in  default 
of  a  new  agreement,  the  United  States  will,  with  respect  to  this  sub- 
ject, be  restored  to  the  relations  with  the  said  Protectorate  which 
existed  prior  to  the  Conclusion  of  this  Convention,  the  right  to  impose 
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thereafter  import  duties  to  a  maximum  of  tea  per  centum  upon  mer- 
chandise imported  into  the  said  Protectorate  remaining  acquired  to 
the  latter  so  long  only  as  it  shall  continue  to  comply  with  the  condi- 
tions and  limitations  stated  in  this  Convention, 

Article  II. 

The  United  States  shall  enjoy  in  the  said  Protectorate  as  to  import  auu?if"*  "  ^  i™!"'* 
duties  all  the  advantages  accorded  to  the  most  favored  nation. 

Neither  diSerential  treatment  nor  transit  duty  shall  be  established 
in  said  Protectorate. 

In  the  application  of  the  tariff  regime  of  the  said  Protectorate,  the 
foi-malities  and  operations  of  commerce  shall  be  simplified  and  facili- 
tated so  far  as  possible. 

Articij:  m. 

Considering  the  fact  that  in  Article  I  of  this  Convention  the  United  c^'J^'^i-h"'^',-  "m 
States  has  given  its  assent  under  certain  conditions  to  the  establishment  mom  tuvnt^'i^aon. 
of  import  duties  in  that  poiiion  of  the  Dominions  of  His  Highness  the 
Sultan  of  Zanzibar  whicn  is  under  the  protection  of  Great  Britain,  it 
is  well  understood  that  the  said  Protectorate  assures  to  the  flag,  to  the 
vessels,  to  the  commerce,  and  to  the  citizens  and  inhabitants  of  the 
United  States,  in  all  parts  of  the  territorv  of  that  Protectorate,  all  the 
rights,  privileges  and  immunities  concerning  import  and  export  duties, 
tariff  regime,  interior  taxes  and  charges  and,  in  a  general  manner,  all 
commercial  interests,  which  are  or  shall  be  accorded  to  the  signatory 
Powers  of  the  Act  of  Berlin,  or  to  the  most  favored  nation. 

This  Convention  shall  be   ratified,  and  the   ratifications  shall  be  cafionB""^  "'  ""^' 
exchanged  at  Washington  as  soon  as  may  be  and  within  twelve  months 
from  the  date  hereof.

A  PROCLAMATION. 

**•"'"'■  Whereas  a  ConventioQ  between  the  United  States  of  America  and 

Great  Britain  providing  for  the  settlement  of  questions  between  the 
two  countries  with  respect  to  the  boundary  line  between  the  teiTitory 
'  of  Alaska  and  the  British  possessions  in  North  America,  was  concluded 
and  signed  by  their  respet^tive  Plenipotentiaries  at  Washington,  on 
the  twenty-fourth  da3"  of  January,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
three,  the  originAl  of  which  Convention  is  word  for  word  as  follows: 

Contracting partia.  The  United  States  of  America  and  His  Majesty  Edward  the  Seventh, 
of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  ^nd  of  the  British 
Dominions  beyona  the  Seas,  King,  and  Emperor  of  India,  equally 
desirous  for  the  friendly  and  final  Mjustment  of  the  differences  which 
exist  between  them  in  respect  to  the  true  meaning  and  application  of 
certain  clauses  of  the  convention  between  Great  Britain  and  Kussia, 
signed  under  date  of  February  28/16,  A.  D.  1825,  which  clauses 
relate  to  the  delimitation  of  the  boundary  line  between  the  territory  of 
Alaska,  now  a  possession  of  the  United  States,  and  the  Britbh  posses- 
sions in  North  America,  have  I'esolved  to  provide  for  the  submission 
of  the  questions  as  hereinafter  stated  to  a  tribunal,  and  to  that  end 
have  appointed  their  respective  plenipotentiaries  as  follows;

Wbo,  after  an  exchange  of  their  full  powers  which  were  found  to 
be  in  good  and  due  form,  have  agreed  upon  the  following  articles:

Trtbona'"  ^™"'*"''      A  tribunal  shall  be  immediatelv  appointed  to  consider  and  decide 
Membereot.  the  questions  sct  forth  in  Article  IVof  this  convention.     The  tribunal 

shall  consist  of  six  impartial  jurists  of  repute  who  shall  consider  judi- 
cially the  questions  submitted  to  them,  each  of  whom  shall  first  sub- 
scribe an  oath  that  he  will  impartially  consider  the  arguments  and 
evidence  presented  to  the  tribunal  and  will  decide  thereupon  accoiding 
AppoiQtmeni.         (^  j^j^^  jj.^g  judgment.     Three  members  of   the  tribunal  shall  be 
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appoiDted  by  the  President  of  the  United  States,  and  three  by  His 
Britannic  Majesty.  All  queations  considered  by  the  tribunal,  includ- 
ing the  final  award,  shall  -be  decided  by  a  majority  of  all  the  members 
thereof. 

In  case  of  the  refusal  to  act,  or  of  the  death,  incapacity  or  absten-    satautuumi. 
tion  from  service  of  any  of  the  persons  so  appointed,  another  impar- 
tial jurist  of  repute  shall  be  fortbwith  appointed  in  his  place  by  the 
same  authority  which  ap^inted  his  preaecessor. 

The  tribunal  may  appoint  a  secretary  and  a  bailiff  to  perform  such  e,j*'^""''^'  '*""'■ 
duties  as  they  may  prescribe,  and  may  employ  scientinc  experts  if 
found  to  be  necessary,  and  may  fix  a  reasonable  compensation  for  such 
officers.     The  tribunal  shall  keep  an  accurate  record  of  all  its  proceed-     "**"   " 
lagB. 

Each  of  the  High  Contracting  Parties  shall  make  compensation  for  compemattoti. 
the  services  of  the  members  of  the  tribunal  of  its  own  appointment 
and  of  any  ^ent,  counsel,  or  other  person  employed  in  its  behalf, 
and  shall  pay  all  costs  incurred  in  the  preparation  of  its  case.  All  ^^'i*"'**- 
expenses  reasonably  incurred  by  the  b-ibunal  in  the  performance 
of  its  duties  shall  be  paid  by  the  respective  governments  in  equal 
moieties. 

The  tribunal  may,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  convention,    Rbsu1"11i>qb. 
establish  all  proper  rules  for  ^e  regulation  of  its  proceedings. 

Article  II. 

Each  of  the  High  Contracting  Parties  shall  also  name  one  person  to    **""■ 
attend  the  tribunal  as  its  agent. 

The  written  or  printed  case  of  each  of  the  two  parties,  accompanied  cJ^'to'be mbmiiiedf 
by  the  documents,  the  official  correspondence  and  all  other  evidence 
in  writing  or  print  on  which  each  partv  relies,  shall  be  delivered  in 
duplicate  to  each  member  of  the  tribunal  and  to  the  agent  of  the  other 
party  as  soon  as  may  be  after  the  oi^nization  of  the  tribunal,  but 
within  a  period  not  exceeding  two  months  from  the  date  of  the 
exchange  of  ratifications  of  this  convention. 

Within  two  months  after  the  delivery  on  both  sides  of  the  written  jubma^  """  "'  ^ 
or  printed  case,  either  party  may,  in  like  manner,  deliver  in  duplicate 
to  each  member  of  the  tribunal,  and  to  the  agent  of  the  other  party, 
a  counter-case  and  additional  documents,  correspondence  and  evidence 
in  reply  to  the  case,  documents,  correspondence  and  evidence  so  pre- 
sented by  the  other  party.  The  tribunal  may,  however,  extend  this 
last  mentioned  period  when  in  their  judgment  it  becomes  necessary  by 
reason  of  special  difficulties  which  may  arise  in  the  procuring  of  sucn 
additional  papers  and  evidence. 

If  in  the  case  submitted  to  the  tribunal  either  party  .shall  have  speci-  ei^^'**  °'  reporu, 
fied  or  referred  to  any  report  or  document  in  its  own  exclusive  pos- 
session without  annexing  a  copy,  such  party  shall  be  bound,  if  the 
other  part}-  shall  demand  it,  within  thirty  days  after  the  deliverj-  of 
the  case,  to  furnish  to  the  party  applying  for  it  a  duly  certified  copy 
thereof;  and  either  party  may  call  upon  the  other,  through  the  tri- 
bunal, to  produce  the  original  or  certified  copies  of  any  papers  adduced 
as  evidence,  giving  in  each  instance  such  reasonable  notice  as  the  tri- 
bunal may  require;  and  the  original  or  copy  so  requested  shall  be 
delivered  as  soon  as  may  be  and  within  a  period  not  exceeding  forty 
davs  after  receipt  of  notice. 

'E&ch  party  may  present  to  the  tribunal  all  pertinent  evidence,  docu-  Evidence,  eu. 
mentary,  historical,  geographical,  or  topographical,  including  maf)s 
and  charts,  in  its  passession  or  control  and  applicable  to  the  rightful 
decision  of  the  questions  submitted;  and  if  it  appears  to  the  tribunal 
that  there  is  evidence  pertinent  to  the  case  in  the  possession  of  either 
party,  and  which  has  not  been  produced,  the  tribunal  may  in  its  dis- 
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cretion  order  the  production  of  the  same  by  the  party  having  <»ntrol 
thereof. 

It  Bhall  be  the  duty  of  each  part}'  thi-ough  its  affent  or  counsel, 
within  two  moTiths  from  the  expiration  of  the  time  limited  for  the 
delivery  of  the  counter-case  on  both  sides,  to  deliver  in  duplicate  to 
each  member  of  the  said  tribunal  and  to  the  agent  of  the  othor  party 
a  written  or  printed  argument  showing  the  points  and  referring  to  the 
evidence  upon  which  nis  Government  rehes,  and  either  party  may 
also  support  the  same  before  the  tribunal  by  oral  argument  of  coun- 
sel. The  tribunal  may,  if  they  sfaall  deem  further  elucidation  with 
regard  to  any  point  necessary,  require  from  either  party  a  written, 
prmted,  or  oral  statement  or  argument  upon  the  point;  but  in  such 
case  the  other  party  shall  have  the  right  to  reply  thereto.

A,  D.  1S25,  and  between  the  United  States  of  America  and  the  Empe- 
ror of  All  the  Ru.ssias  concluded  under  date  of  March  30  18,  A.  D. 
1867;  and  particularly  the  Articles  III,  IV,  V,  of  the  first  mentioned 
treaty,  which  in  the  original  text  are  word  for  word  an  follows:

The  tribunal  shall  also  take  into  consideration  any  action  of  the  sev- 
eral governments  or  of  their  respective  representatives  preliminary  or 
Bubs^uent  to  the  conclusion  of  said  treaties  so  far  a-s  the  same  tends 
to  show  the  original  and  effective  understanding  of  the  partiea  in  respect 
to  thelimitsof  their  several  territorial  iurisdictionsunder  and  by  virtue 
of  the- provisions  of  said  treaties.

1.  What  is  intended  as  the  point  of  commencement  of  the  lineS 

2.  What  channel  is  the  Portland  Channel  i 

3.  What  course  should  the  line  take  from  the  point  of  commence- 
ment to  the  entrance  to  Portland  Channel  f 

4.  To  what  point  on  the  56th  parallel  is  the  line  to  be  drawn  from 
the  head  of  the  Portland  Channel,  and  what  course  should  it  follow 
between  these  poinbj? 

5.  In  extending  the  line  of  demarcation  northward  from  said  point 
on  the  parallel  of  the  56th  degree  of  North  latitude,  following  the  crest 
of  the  mountains  situated  parallel  to  the  coast  until  its  intersection 
with  the  141st  degree  of  longitude  west  of  Greenwich,  subject  to  the 
condition  that  if  such  line  should  anywhere  exceed  the  distance  of  ten 
marine  leagues  from  the  ocean  then  the  boundarj'  between  the  British 
and  the  Russian  territory  should  be  formed  by  a  line  parallel  to  the 
sinuosities  of  the  coast  and  distant  therefrom  not  more  than  ten  maiine 
leagues,  was  it  the  intention  and  meaning  of  said  convention  of  1825 
that  there  should  remain  in  the  exclusive  possession  of  Russia  a  con- 
tinuous fringe  or  strip  of  coast  on  the  mainland,  not  exceeding  ten 
marine  leagues  in  width,  separating  the  British  Possessions  from  the 
bays,  ports,  inlets,  havens,  and  waters  of  the  ocean,  and  extending 
from  tDe  said  point  on  the  56th  degree  of  latitude  north  to  a  point 
where  such  line  of  demarcation  should  intersect  the  141st  degree  of 
longitude  west  of  the  Meridian  of  Greenwich? 

6.  If  the  foregoing  q  uestion  should  be  answered  in  the  negative,  and 
in  the  event  of  the  summit  of  such  mountains  proving  to  be  in  places 
more  than  ten  marine  leagues  from  the  coast,  should  the  width  of  the

Whereas,  Many  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Philippine  Archipelago  PrewnWe. 
were  in  insurrection  against  the  authority  and  sovereienty  of  the 
Kingdom  of  Spain  at  divers  times  from  August,  1896,  until  the  cession 
of  the  archipelago  by  that  Kingdom  to  the  United  States  of  America, 
and  since  such  cession  many  of  the  persons  so  engaged  in  insurrection 
have  until  recently  resisted  the  authority  and  sovereignty  of  the  United 
States;  and 

Whereas,  The  inaarrection  against  the  authority  and  sovereignty  of 
the  United  S.tates  is  now  at  an  end,  and  peace  has  been  establislied  in 
all  parts  of  the  archipelago,  except  in  the  country  inhabited  by  the 
More  tribes,  to  which  this  proclamation  does  not  apply;  and 

Whereas,  During  the  course  of  the  insurrection  a^inst  the  King- 
dom of  Spain  and  a^inst  the  Government  of  the  United  Sta'es,  per- 
sons engaged  therein,  or  those  in  sympathy  with  and  abetting  them, 
committed  many  acts  in  viol  ition  of  the  laws  of  civilized  warfare;  but 
it  is  be.ieved  that  such  acts  were  generally  committed  in  ignorance  of 
those  laws,  and  under  orders  issued  by  the  civil  or  insurrectionary

And  whereas,  it  appearing  proper  that  the  area  embraced  in  said 
forest  reserves  with  certain  Coitions  thereto  should  be  included  in  one 
reserve  and  be  distinguished  by  one  name:  and  it  appearing  that  the 
public  lands  in  the  States  of  Wyoming  and  Montana,  within  the  limits 
hei'einafter  described  are  in  part  covered  with  timber,  and  that  the 
public  good  would  be  promoted  by  setting  apart  and  reserving  the  same 
as  a  puolic  reservation; 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Theodore  Roosevelt,  President  of  the  United  a^r'^l^omriiir*' 
States,  by  virtue  of  the  power  vested  in  me  by  the  aforesaid  acts  of  g.^'gFo^t'rm™ 
Congress,  do  hereby  make  known  and  proclaim  that  the  proclamations  ransoiidated  with. 
heretofore  issued  respecting  said  forest  reserves  are  hereby  superseded^ 
and  The  Yellowstone  Forest  Reser\-e  is  hereby  established  in  place 
thereof,  with  boundaries  as  follows,  to  wit:

exception  shall  not  continue  to  apfily  to  any  particular  tract  of  land 
unless  the  entryman,  settler  or  claimant  continues  to  comply  with  the 
law  under  which  the  entry,  filing  or  settlement  was  made. 
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^^^wng  tifhu  not  Provided  furthei;  That  nothing  herein  shall  give  any  force  or  effect 
to  any  claim  or  right  to  any  of  the  lands  heretofore  embraced  nitliin 
the  reserrea  hereby  consolidated  which  would  oot  have  been  entitled 
to  recognition  if  said  reserves  as  heretofore  established  had  been 
continued  in  force  without  being  merged  into  a  single  reserve  as  here- 
inbefore provided.

vS^^'pifiM  Whereas,  a  proclamation  was  issued  February  10, 1890,  by  thePresi- 

voi!  sc!  p.  m.'        dent  making  known  and  proclaiming  the  acceptance  of  the  Sioux  Act 
approved  March  2,  1889  (25  Stats.,  888)  by  the  different  bands  of  the 
Sioux  Nation  of  Indians,  and  the  consent  thereto  by  them  as  required 
by  the  said  act; 
And  whereas,  the  proclamation  contains  the  following  clause: 
Vol.  26,  p.  1666.  That  there  is  also  reserved  as  aforesaid  the  following  deeeribed  tract  within  which 

the  Cheyeuue  River  Agency,  school  and  certain  other  buildings  are  located,  to  wit: 
ComnienciDg  at  a  point  in  toe  cetiterof  the  main  channel  of  the  Missouri  River  oppo- 
site Deep  Creek,  about  three  miles  eouth  of  the  Cheyenne  River;  thence  due  west

160  acres  of  land  to  which  the  St.  Johns  Mission  School  has  obtained 
title  under  the  Sioux  Act  mentioned,  in  accoi'dance  with  the  provi- 
sions thereof.
